1. on a November I960, following a meeting in the White 
House on another subject. General Goodpaster advised me that 
he had discussed with the highest polit ical autho rity our request 

for final clearance to proceed with the Detachment and that 25X1 

such permission had been granted. 

2. it will be remembered that earlier in the autumn the pro- 
posal for this Detachment had been appro ved and we had been 

authorized to enter into negotiations with| |but had been 25X1 

instructed to avoid in these con versations fixing any specific date 

for the movement of aircraft to | | This carried the impli- 25X1 

cation that we were not yet authorized to make a final commitment. 

3. Un 5 November, X had a brief meeting with General 
Goodpaster and said that we had now reached the point where we 
urgently needed a decision as to whether we should spend up to the

him that while we could proceed with this expense within the authority 
previously granted, I thought it unwise to do so unless it was still our 
intention to go forward with the project. Not only would we waste 
the money in so doing, but we would solidify the expectations of the 
land make their reactions more seriously adverse if we 
later reversed ourselves.

5, i do not construe the above as permission to undertake 
any missions from 


over a denied area. It will be recollected 
that when the Secretary of State reaffirmed his concurrence in this 
plan he specifically asked that specific missions be cleared with the 
Department in accordance with the procedure always followed where 
U-4 overflights were over the Communist Bloc. Moreover, the 
proposal as presented to the White House has always contained the 
proviso that such mission by mission clearance be obtained.
